In the House of Representatives Wee 


uesday a vote was taken on the res 
tntion of the minority of the Electioi 
Committee, declaring Cannon electe 
to his seat.

—ayes, 79; nayes, 123. This was a 
party vote with the exception of Belz- 
hover, Colqnit, Cobb, Cassidy, Holl- 
aian, Mosgrove, March, Bice (Mo.}, 
Marston and Turner (Ky.), who voted 
in the negative with the Republicans, 
And Campbell (Pa.)i in the affirmative 
with 
the Democrats. The majority 


resolution, declaiing neither Cannon 
,uor Compbell entitled to his seat was 
adopted without division. 


The House Committee to audit the 


expenses of President Garfield's illness, 
>n Wednesday made a report, which was 
eferred to the Committee of the Whole. 
it allows Mrs. Garfleld $50,000, less any 
amount the President had received for 
salary; Bliss, $35,000; Agnew, $15,000; 
Hamilton, $15,000; Keybnrn, $10,000; 
Mrs. Edson, $10,000; Crump, $3,000; 
Secretary of the Navj, $1,882; Under- 
taker Spear, $1,835; 0. N. Jones, of 
llberson, $1,082, and other amounts 
varying from fifty cents to $1,000. It 
•etires Barnes with the rank of Major 
general, and authorizes the promotion 
of Woodward to the rank and pay of a 
Lieutenant Colonel. 
Blackburn and 


Springer, in a minority report, do not 
object to the payment for services, but 
oppose the exorbitant figures set. They 
say the amounts paid should come from 
the unpaid salary of Garfield. 
The 


amounts named are far beyond what 
would have been earned by ordinary 
salary.

He said 
that if it was generally known that he 
was possessed of that power, county 
officers would be more careful in attend- 
ing to their duty; but by the present 
loose arrangements county officials ate 
practically their own bosses, and there- 
fore do about as they please.

Winters is connected with 
the story. The Chronicle says: "The 
Palo Alto string is strong in the num 
bers of its youngsters, bat it does nol 
yet appear on paper that they will 
achieve any prominent position this 
season. The great representative of the 
farm is said to be a yearling by the 
Cuke of Norfolk from Nora Zembla, a 
half-sister to the famous horse Luke 
Blackburn. He is a prince in appear- 
ance, and has already been pat through 
his paces on a miniature track to the 
entire satisfaction of his trainer, who 
seems to think Terr favorably of adopt- 
ing this same system of preparatory 
training that lias proved to be so suc- 
cessful with the trotters Wildflover, 
Hindoo Rose aud a host of other celeb- 
rities. His appearance, his gait and 
breading are so exceptionally fine that 
he will probably bear the name of PiJo 
Alto, and as Mr. Covey showed him to 
Mr. Winters he predicted that the colt 
would eclipse the proudest feats of his 
sire. 
Mr. Winters has always had 


great faith in Norfolk for good reasons, 
especially when bred by mares of sturdy 
descent. The Duke and Duchess of
